Three times the Supreme Court 
has held that the National Gov ern­ 
ment has paramount rights and 
full dominion ov er the submerged 
lands of the marginal sea, which 
means the area from 
lo-water 
! mark out to the 3-mile limit. It 
will be noted that lands cov ered 
and uncov ered by mov ement of the 
tides are not inv olv ed, irs they 
clearly belong to the States, as do 
lands under inland waters—and 
throughout this battle the Federal 
Gov ernment has nev er laid c’aim 
to them. 
The bill now under discussion in 
the Senate would grant the States

boundaries, which means at least 
out to the 3-mile limit and in some 
cases an indeterminate distance 
beyond. No one k nows just what 
will happen in international law 
when a State’s boundary is ex­ 
tended farther than the traditional 
3-mile limit, in v iew of the his­ 
toric position of the United States 
that all gov ernments, including 
our own, can properly claim juris­ 
diction ov er "the sea only 3 miles 
out from low-water mark , and no 
farther.

Presidential 
proclamation that in 1945 estab­ 
lished the Federal Gov ernment’s 
claim to the natural resources of 
the seabed of the Continental Shelf 
(extending far beyond the 3-mile

The administration itself, which 
unfortunately has fav ored this gi­ 
gantic giv eaway to the States, has 
had to do a certain amount of 
back -track ing already in an effort 
to bring the offshore-oil bill into 
conformity with constitutional and 
international law. But quite apart 
from the complications inv olv ed in 
giv ing indiv idual States any k ind 
of rights beyond the 3-mile limit, 
there is no justification that we 
can see in giv ing them ev en the 
oil between the low-water mark 
and the 3-mile limit. 
Congress unquestionably has the 
right to do so it it chooses, but in 
doing So it nullifies decisions ot 
the Supreme Court, it benefits a 
few States at the expense of the 
rest of us, it div ests the Federal 
Gov ernment of control ov er a re­ 
source v ital to the national de­ 
fense, it paxes the way for State 
claims ev en beyond the historic 
boundaries and it raises a threat 
to the rest of our federally owned 
properties in public lands, forests, 
and park s throughout the Nation. 
The Senators, including Mr. Leh­ 
man, of New York , who ars- fight­ 
ing the offshore oil legislation arc 
doing a public serv ice in calling

country.—New York Times. 
Senator Douglas of Illinois, de­ 
scribed the measure as a "States’ 
wrong rather than a States’ rights 
bill" because “it v iolates the real 
rights of the inland States and also 
of those coastal States which do 
not hav e oil, gas, and sylfur off 
their shores. 
“If the offshore oil and gas de­ 
posits are gix’en to the States, it 
will not only be the minerals, for­ 
ests, and grazing lands which will 
follow,’’ he warned. “The big m ul­ 
ti-purpose dams which the Fed­ 
eral Gov ernment has built on the 
riv ers will quite possibly be next 
to go.” 
Mr. Douglas is a leading oppon­ 
ent of a bill to grant coastal States 
t it It' to offshore lands out to their 
historic boundaries.

Congress unquestionably has the 
right to do so ii it chooses, but iii 
doing So it nullifies decisions ot 
the Suprem e Court, it benefits a 
few States at the expense of th* 
rest of us, it divests the* Federal 
G overnm ent of control over a re­ 
source vital to the national de­ 
fense, it paves the way for State 
claims even beyond the historic 
boundaries and it raises a threat 
to the rest of our federally owned 
properties in public lands, forests, 
and parks throughout the Nation. 
The Senators, including Mr. Leh­ 
man, of New York. who arn fight­ 
ing the offshore oil legislation are 
doing a public service in calling 
dangers To the attention of the 


country.— New York Times. 
Senator Douglas of Illinois, de­ 
scribed the measure as a “States’ 
wrong rather than a States’ rights 
b ill’ because “it violates the real 
rights of the inland States and also 
of those coastal States which do 
not have oil, gas. and spllur off 
their shores. 
“If the offshore oil and gas de­ 
posits are given to the States, it 
will not only be the minerals, for­ 
ests, and grazing lands which will 
follow,” he warned. “The big m ul­ 
ti-purpose dams which the Fed­ 
eral G overnment has built on the 
rivers will quite possibly be next 
to go.” 
Mr. Douglas is a leading oppon­ 
ent of a bill to grant coastal States 
title to offshore lands out to their 
historic boundaries. The measure 
recognizes Federal control of the 
rest of the Continental Shelf. — 
Jackson Cash-Book.

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Onions From Your Garden 
From Spring to Christmas 


Sow Largest Onion Sets Deeply to Produce Green Onions. Three 
Weeks After You Plant Them the Harvest Can Begin. 


Home gardeners can harvest 
onions from early spring until 
Christmas, if they avail them­ 
selves of the perennial and an­ 
nual 
types. 
Egyptian 
onions 
planted with top sets in the fall 
are ready for harvest as soon as 
the ground thaws out the next 
spring. 
Bottom 
sets, 
w h i c h 
are 
dwarfed onion bulbs stored over 
winter, will produce a harvest of 
green onions in three weeks after 
they are planted: and since they 
ignore frosts they can be started 
as soon as the soil is prepared. 
Onion seed can be sown at the 
same time, and between spts and 
seeds a continuous harvest may 
be reaped, concluding with big 
Spanish type sweet onions in late 
summer, and winter onions in 


the fall. 
From 15 to 30 pounds of large 
onions 
can 
be 
grown from a 
pound of onion sets which do not 
average over three-quarters of 
an inch in diameter. To grow 
large onions, use the smallest 
sets, planted an inch deep. To 
grow spring oninns, select the 
larger sets and place them two 
or three inches deep. The smaller 
sets do not make seed stalks, but 
devote their energy to maturing 
a bulb, which will keep well in 
storage, even in a warm base­ 
ment. 
Seed for Bermuda and Spanish 
onion plants is sown in the south­ 
ern states during the winter, and 
when the plants are as large as 
a pencil are shipped north to be 
planted in gardens.

Further­ 
more, good hospitals attract phy­ 
sicians and help them become es­ 
tablished in rural practice. But it 
is expensive to build and equip 
a hospital. With these things in 
mind. Congress passed the Fed­

struction A t. of 1946 making it 
possible to use federal funds to 
assist in the building of hospitals 
where they are needed and can 
be supported.

So they made a plan 
to keep that from happening again. 
A committee bought a house to 
rent or sell to a doctor who would 
settle there, and also a mainstreet 
lot on which to construct an office 
building. They were so successful 
that the new office building now 
houses not only the doctor, but also 
a dentist whom, up to then, the 
community had sought in vain. 
Through local effort, the peo­ 
ple of a Colorado community at­ 
tracted a doctor. They raised $35,- 
000 by various means, including 
box suppers, and they turned their 
retiring physician’s home into a 
small, 
but 
fairly 
well-equipped 
hospital.

With these added attrac­ 
tions to offer, they obtained a doc­ 
tor, too.

To grow 
large onions, use the sm allest 
sets, planted an inch deep. To 
grow spring onions, select the 
larger sets and place them two 
or three inches deep. The sm aller 
sets do not make seed stalks, but 
devote their energy to maturing 
a bulb, which will keep well in 
storage, even in a warm base­ 
ment. 
Seed for Bermuda and Spanish 
onion plants is sown in the south­ 
ern states during the winter, and 
when the plants are as large as 
a pencil are shipped north lo be 
planted in gardens.
